BOULDER, Colo. (AP) — Nitrogen 
fertilizers may ultimately cause more 
damage than aerosol sprays to the 
ozone layer which protects the earth 
from the sun’s most intense ultraviolet 
rays, a Harvard scientist says. 
As the national debate increases 
over the use of aerosol sprays con­ 
taining fluorocarbons such as Freon, 
Michael McElroy is focusing on the $8- 
biilion nitrogen fertilizer industry. 
“Our abundance of food in the 
United States depends in large, 
measure on our chemical industry,’’ 
he said in an interview Sunday, noting 
that nitrogen fertilizers greatly in­ 
crease crop yield. 


However, nitrogen fertilizers trigger 
a series of chemical changes which 
ultimately produce nitric oxide. That 
chemical eventually finds its way into 
the stratosphere containing the 
protective ozone layer. 
An excess of nitric oxide reduces the 
ozone, and McElroy thinks it may do 
three times as much damage as 
aerosol sprays, based on present pro­ 
jections of production. 
He is lecturing on the subject this 
week at the National Center for 
Atmospheric Research in Boulder. 
“Philosophically, we are trying to 
feed too many people. Nature could 
have the last laugh, as we eat and die,” 
he said. 
However, the Irish-born scientist is 
quick to add that simplistic statements 
of impending doom have given the 
environmental movement a bad name. 
He is not predicting doom — but urging 
research. 
If production of man-made nitric 
oxide continues to expand at projected 
levels 
it 
will 
exceed 
nature’s 
production, and McElroy estimates it 
eventually could reduce the ozone 
layer by 30 per cent, perhaps by the 
year 2000. 
This compares with other scientists’ 
predictions of a IO per cent reduction of 
ozone if the 1974 production level of 
aerosol sprays using fluorocarbons is 
stablized. 
Scientists aren’t sure what the ozone 
reduction would mean, but McElroy 
says it could disrupt plant life within 
the sea, food grains ashore and in­ 
crease skin cancer among humans. 


Energy Agency V o te Slated 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A major 
bill creating a state energy agency 
goes to a House floor vote Wednesday 
with minority Republicans threatening 
to act as spoilers. 
The bill, which creates an Ohio 
Energy Development and Research 
Agency, already has passed the Senate 
as an emergency measure. 


But it faces tough questioning from 
House Republicans who contend 
they’ve been cut out of the legislative 
process. 
It must receive some 
Republican votes in the House to pass 
as an emergency measure. 
If passed by the legislature, it faces 
an unfriendly reception by Republican 
Gov. James A. Rhodes, who through a 
spokesman has said the bill is unac­ 
ceptable. 
The controversy in the bill comes 
from two sources. One is supposed 
defects in the technical language of the 
bill giving the authority the power to 
issue revenue bonds, defects which 
Republicans say will make the bonds 
unmarketable. 
The other controversy is over who 
will control the authority. Rhodes 
wants a board appointed by him; the 
legislature is passing a bill with board 
members appointed by the legislature. 
“The structure of the board is not 
acceptable to us,” said Thomas J. 
Moyer, the governor’s top aide, adding 
that the bonding language has “very 
serious defects.” 
Moyer’s words take on added weight 
in light of Rhodes’ usual refusal to 
comment on pending legislation. 
In the House, Rep. Sam Speck, R-95 
New Concord, said promises of 
cooperation from Democrats in 
reaching a compromise version have 
fallen through. 
Speck tried to offer 15 technical 
amendments dealing with bonding 
power while the bill was in committee. 
But the bill was voted upon before he 
could offer them. 
He said indications Democrats 
might budge on the makeup of the 
board also proved fruitless, and 
Democrats have not talked to him 
about possible compromise since the 
bill left committee.

before the vote, Speck said. 
The bill needs 66 votes to pass as an 
emergency measure, Democrats have 
59 seats in the House, so they would 
need the support of seven Republican 
legislators to pass the bill as an 
emergency measure. 
The proposed agency would be the 
coordinating body in Ohio for energy 


projects. It would be empowered to 
issue revenue bonds, build power 
plants and coal gasification facilities 
and make loans for energy develop­ 
ment.

In other major legislative activity 
scheduled this week, the House plans a 
vote Tuesday on a proposed $731 
million budget for the Transportation 


Department. 
Legislative leaders also have 
pressed committee chairman to speed 
hearings on major legislation, in­ 
cluding medical malpractice in­ 
surance 
reforms, 
collective 
bargaining for public employes, 
probate court revision and a major 
revision of drug abuse laws.

Mrs. Gandhi 
Case Appeal

Lawyers for Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi went before Supreme Court 
Justice V.R. Krishna Iyer today to file 
her appeal against her conviction on a 
charge of illegal campaign practices 
and to ask him to allow her to continue 
in office until the full court decides the 
appeal. 
The judge was expected to announce 
later today or Tuesday whether he 
would issue an indefinite stay against 
the trial court’s sentence barring Mrs. 
Gandhi from elective office for six 
years. Consideration of her appeal 
against the conviction will not begin 
until the Supreme Court returns from 
vacation in mid-July. 
Highly placed sources in Mrs. 
Gandhi’s Congress party said if Iyer 
rules against her, she was considering 
trying to remain at the head of the 
government under a legal provision 
that allows a person to be a cabinet 
minister for six months without being 
a member of parliament. 
The sources said Mrs. Gandhi could 
attempt to justify invoking this law 
with the argument that she expects the 
Supreme Court to exonerate her before 
the six months elapse. 


OBERLIN, Ohio (AP)—Two women 
continued to make themselves what 
one of them called “fools for Christ,” 
concelebrating communion Sunday in 
the face of Episcopal Church action 
against the male priest who invited 
them. 
The Revs. Alison Cheek of Annadale, 
Va., and Carter Heyward of New York 
City conducted what was the eighth 
such service by one or both of them in 
Christ’s Episcopal Church. 
The decision to go ahead came 
Saturday, one day after the 39-year-old 
pastor of the church, the Rev. L. Peter 
Beebe, was found guilty of breaking 
his priestly vows and church laws by 
having invited them for the first 
service, last Dec. 8. 
The court of five fellow priests 
recommended that the Rt. Rev. John 
H. Burt, bishop of the church’s Ohio 
Diocese, admonish the minister to stop 
the practice. If the Rev. Mr. Beebe 
disobeyed that “godly admonition” as 
he had the earlier one, the court 
recommended that he be suspended 
from the priesthood. 
Moments after the verdict, the 
minister told newsmen he would 
continue as before. It was a matter of 
conscience, he said. Sunday he said he 
had told Bishop Burt both orally and in 
writing that “this is going to continue 
on.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The federal- 
state 
partnership 
that 
is 
the 
Appalachian Regional Commission 
(ARC) is showing some signs of a 
simmering strain on its 10th an­ 
niversary. 
Supporters of the povertyfighting 
commission point out that the per­ 
centage of the Appalachian population 
at the poverty level has dropped from 
31 to 18 per cent and per capita in­ 
comes have climbed from 78 to 81 per 
cent of the national average since 1961. 
Critics attack the structure of the 
organization and the lack of interest 
shown 
by the commission’s 
13 
Appalachian state governors. 
The Senate Public Works Committee 
is expected to take final action this 
week on a House-passed bill to extend 
the commission for another four years. 
It expires June 30 unless Congress 
renews it. 
The act also authorizes $300 million 
for the ARC for the coming fiscal year. 
In past years, funding for the commis­ 
sion has brought little debate. This 
year, although Public Works Chair­ 
man Sen. Jennings Randolph, D- 
W.Va., predicts passage, it will not 
come without questions. 
The commission, which oversees 
economic development along the rim 
of the Appalachian Mountains from 
southern New York through northern 
Mississippi, 
was founded in 
1965 
following a suggestion by President 
John F. Kennedy. 


The act said the commission would 
be administered jointly by a federal 
cochairman and a states’ cochairman 
chosen by the 13 governors from their 
own rank. 
But since the governors could not 
devote full time to the ARC, they 
decided to name a representative, 
John D. Whisman, who has been with 
the program since the beginning, 
despite his post not being mentioned in 
the 1965 act. 
And he and the federal cochairman, 
Donald W. Whitehead, cannot agree 
who should run the commission. At a 
meeting of the full commission last 
week, both men presented their cases. 
Whitehead said the friction between 
the two “makes operations of the 
commission on a day-to-day basis 
extremely awkward and difficult” and 
prevents the ARC from effectively 
bringing innovative programs to the 
region. 
“We spend too much time 
on 
minutia, not enough on the big issues,” 
he said. “For example, we have been 
unable to come forward with a con­ 
crete plan for the black lung program 
or for rural health care. We’ve been 
grinding out routine programs in­ 
stead.” 
He emphasized that the ARC should 
be meeting the opportunity presented 
to the area by the resurgence of coal as 
an energy source. 
Whitehead says Whisman exercises 
too much authority in his unwritten 
role. Whisman counters that he is 
needed to keep the commission from 
becoming 
just 
another 
federal 
bureacracy. 
“The only problem between us is 
whether I have a right to be here at 
all,” Whisman said. “The tension is 
there. It is not going to go away.” 
Both Whitehead and Whisman 
presented resolutions to the com­ 


mission to define their own roles at the 
expense of the other’s. 
But the 
governors referred the matter to a 
committee that will make a recom­ 
mendation this summer. 
The governors, naturally, hesitate 
to diminish their own role — and that 


of their representative Whisman — on 
the commission. 
“The state role must remain as 
strong as it is now,” said Kentucky 
Gov. Julian Carroll, the current states’ 
cochairman. “The uniqueness of the 
commission is that it is a partnership. I 


do not want to see that partnership 
destroyed.” 
Randolph agreed. “I would hope that 
personalities are not going to lessen 
the effectiveness of the commission. I 
do not want to see a crippling of this 
program in any fashion.” 
Corporate Execs Probed By IRS

WASHINGTON (AP) - Tax agents 
are sifting through the returns of 
hundreds of the nation’s top corporate 
officers to see if they made illegal 
campaign donations. 
The special project has the Internal 
Revenue Service comparing the 
returns of corporate officers and their 
companies to see if the officers’ 
political donations were reimbursed 
illegally through phony expense ac­ 
counts, bonuses, travel vouchers or 
other corporate payments. 
The study, called the Campaign 
Contribution Compliance Project, has 
recently been expanded to cover 
foreign bribes and payoffs by U.S.- 
based companies. 
It is illegal for corporations to claim 
tax deductions for unlawful campaign 
gifts or for payments to foreign of­ 
ficials that would have been illegal if 
made in the United States, such as 
bribes or kickbacks. 
The Securities and 
Exchange 
Commission recently began an in­ 
vestigation of the 25 largest defense 
contractors to determine whether 
those companies have made bribes or 
other improper payments to govern­ 
ment officials in the United States or 
abroad. 
A classified Pentagon report made 
public over the weekend said U.S. 
military equipment manufacturers 
paid some $200 million to sales agents 
in foreign countries over the past IVz 
years.

Disputes Hamper 
Congressional Plans 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
dispute over last November’s New 
Hampshire Senate race continues this 
week while the House tries to override 
President Ford’s expected veto of a 
housing bill. 


The Senate votes Tuesday on 
whether to limit debate on the New 
Hampshire election. The dispute 
threatens to shorten or eliminate a 10- 
day July 4 recess scheduled to start at 
the end of the week. 


House leaders, meanwhile, have 
scheduled an effort Wednesday to 
override the expected housing-bill veto 
in the latest test of a presidential-con­ 
gressional battle that Ford has 
dominated so far. 
In three previous tests, the House 
has failed to override vetoes of bills 
dealing with farm matters, jobs and 
strip mining. 
Ford is expected to veto the housing 
bill today or Tuesday on the ground it 
is too costly and would hinder the 
administration’s efforts to keep the 
budget deficit at $60 billion. Supporters 
of the measure claim it would spur 
housing contruction and prevent fore­ 
closures by offering mortgage interest 
subsidies to middle-income home 
buyers and loans of $250 a month to 
jobless home owners who face 
foreclosures. 
Several other measures, meanwhile, 
must be passed by June 30, including 
the measure increasing the legal limit 


on the national debt to $577 billion. 
House action is scheduled Tuesday. 
Congress has already sent to the 
White House a bill providing con­ 
tinuing funds for federal agencies for 
the new fiscal year starting July I. 
None of the regular appropriation bills 
has been passed. 
However, the stopgap funding 
measure includes some of the job- 
creating programs contained in a $5.3 
billion measure that Ford vetoed 
earlier, raising a question as to 
whether he will accept this bill. 
Senate action on the debt ceiling and 
any other “must” bills that come along 
will have to be sandwiched in around 
the continuing New Hampshire debate. 
In seeking to determine whether 
Republican Louis C. Wyman or 
Democrat John A. Durkin won the 
Nov. 5 election, the Senate Rules 
Committee has asked the full Senate to 
decide 35 questions on which it 
deadlocked. 
However, the eight days of debate so 
far have seen the Senate’s Republican 
minority refuse to agree to time 
limitations while pushing proposals to 
expand the committee’s inquiry or 
declare the seat vacant so a new 
election can be held. 
An unusual Saturday session ended 
abruptly in midafternoon when three 
straight votes failed to produce the 
quorum of 50 members needed to do 
business. The Senate then adjourned 
until today on a 42-7 vote.

HERNANDO, Miss. (AP) - Six- 
year-old Timmy Kelly has watched 
leukemia steal the strength of his 
sister Jan. Now, he is willing to face an 
operation and a month in the hospital 
to give 21-year-old Jan her only chance 
at recovery. 


Remembering a blood test, Timmy 
was a little worried at first. 
“I cried a little but I did all right,” he 
told his family. 
“I’m going because I am the only 
one that can make Jan well again. I’m 
going because I don’t want her to die.” 
Jan Kelly, a former star of Her­ 
nando’s 
girls 
basketball 
team, 
married Jack House, a graduate of 
rival Horn Lake High, Dec. 19, 1973. 
A few weeks later Jan became ill and 
in 
February 
1974, 
her 
doctors 
diagnosed her disease as acute lym­ 
phocytic leukemia. 
Since that time, Jan has been in and 
out of the hospital four or five times, 
her grandmother, Nora Kelly, said. 
The doctors hope that a relatively 
rare operation, a bone marrow 
transplant, might prove the answer. 
For the operation, Jan would have to 
be flown to Washington’s Adult 
Leukemia Center in Seattle. 
The operation requires a donor, a 
sister or brother, whose blood cells and 
tissue types match those of the patient. 
Jan’s 17-year-old sister and 18-year- 
old brother were tested but they didn’t 
match. 


But, Timmy’s cells and tissues 
“were the closest match the doctors 
said they had ever seen,” Mrs. Kelly 
said. 
“We read about a Nashville girl in 
the Reader’s Digest who had it (the 
operation). They said she is doing fine 
now,” Mrs. Kelly said. 
The girl, Linda Honicker, received 
bone marrow from her brother at the 
same Seattle hospital and apparently 
has recovered completely. 
The operation would mean Jan 
would be in the hospital six months and . 
Timmy to be there one month. Blood 
and marrow are extracted from eight 
places in the pelvic bone of the donor, 
filtered and infused into one of 
recipient’s veins. 


Medical bills already have taxed the 
family’s resources. Jan’s husband has 
deferred his plans of college and 
veterinary medicine. 
“We have all tried to help, but we 
just can’t keep the bills paid up. We 
couldn’t have made it this far” without 
help from others, Mrs. Kelly said. 


The Grays Creek Church has 
established a Jan Kelly House Fund at 
the Hernando Bank to receive con­ 
tributions to help with the bills. 
Mrs. Kelly said Timmy is ready to 
go. 
“He’ll be 7 on July IO. He’s so young, 
he is in a hurry. He wants to go and 
help Jan and get it over with.”

Promoting Tourism 


Why is it that the nation 
most generally held to possess 
the most beautifully varied 
natural 
and 
man-made 
attractions 
in 
the 
world 
consistently runs 
a 
tourist 
deficit, with more of its people 
leaving on trips to other lands 
than come in from abroad? 
This 
is 
the 
dilemma 
confronting the United States. 
For reasons which are only 
partly 
understood, 
more 
Americans 
go 
abroad 
and 
spend more money there than 
do visitors to these shores. 
For years the disparity in 
tourist import and export has 
been 
explained 
as due 
to 
differences 
in 
spendable 


income, with citizens of the 
United States holding an edge. 
But for a long time Western 
Europe and other areas of the 
world have been enjoying high 
levels of prosperity, current 
w o r l d w i d e 
e c o n o m i c 
conditions 
notwithstanding. 
People from those regions are 
coming 
to 
the 
U.S. 
in 
increasing numbers, but still 
fall far short of matching the 
growing U.S. exodus. 
Geography also plays a part 
in tourism meccas, although 
the disadvantage of distance 
continues to decline with 
improvements 
in 
jet 
transport. The concentration 
of different nationalities in a 


relatively 
small 
area 
throughout Western 
Europe 
does 
offer 
a 
m agnetic 
attraction to tourists. 
Europeans travel from one 
continental country to another 
about as easily as Americans 
go from one state to another. 
One way to improve tourism 
is 
to 
reduce 
annoyances 
visitors 
may 
notice 
but 
residents seldom see. To a 
tourist they may be what he 
remembers longest. Looking 
at America from the viewpoint 
of a tourist is a good way to 
correct 
the 
things 
which 
prevent 
him 
from 
coming 
back—and bringing others 
along. 


Medical Care Costs 


Bad word: malpractice. The current 
contretemps 
between 
doctors 
and 
insurance companies will, if not settled 
by government intervention, mean 
another hike in the cost of day-to-day 
medical care. 
No matter how high the premiums, 
you may be sure the doctors will not 
pay it. The patient will. American 
physicians represent the highest 
professional income per capita in the 
world. Public sympathy is not with the 
doctors, nor is it with the few in­ 
surance companies who write of the 
medical insurance. 
A few weeks ago a New York ob­ 
stetrician learned that a patient who 
lost a baby was suing for $350 million. 
In our democracy, anyone may abuse 
the courts by suing anyone for any 
amount, no matter how outrageous the 
charge. It’s part of our system. 
The word malpractice is defined as: 
“Failure of a professional person to 
render proper services 
through 
reprehensible ignorance or through 
criminal intent, especially when injury 
or loss follows.” 
It is rare for a physician to be 
charged with “criminal intent,” so we 
are 
left 
with 
“ reprehensible 
ignorance.” This can mean that the 
doctor sat beside his patient all day. 
Exhausted, he went home. The patient 
expired an hour later. The patient 
might not have died if the doctor had 
been there. 
Lawyers 
who 
specialize 
in 
negligence cases grow rich. Most will 
take a good case or even a fair one 
without fee, agreeing the plaintiff to 
take a third of a jury’ award, or half. 
It’s a form of unrefined gambling. 
These lawyers have discovered 
something startling and pleasant in 
our courts. Juries don’t give a damn 
how much of someone else’s money 
they 
award; 
secondly, 
judges no 
longer cut the awards to a reasonable 
amount. It’s not their money. 
In many states, the judge is per­ 
mitted to trim half-million dollar 
awards to a reasonable amount. Or, in 
certain cases, to award additional 
sums. For example, a man of 50 has a 
life expectancy of about 25 years. If he 
earns $10,000 a year, he is entitled — if 
permanently disabled — to 25 times 
$10,000 — $250,000. The judge may, at 
his discretion, add another $50,000 as 
punitive damages against the doctor. 
Juries make huge awards because 
they are convinced that none of the 
money will come from the doctor’s 
pocket — ifs called “ insurance 
money.” However, in New York State 
2,085 suits against doctors reached 
court. Of these, 1,467 (or 70 per cent) 
were awarded nothing. 
The four highest awards were each 
over $300,000. Averaging all awards,

the amount is $23,400. It isn’t high, but 
it caused Argonaut Insurance Com­ 
pany to propose a hike in premiums of 
almost 200 per cent. 
Employers 
Insurance of Wausau 
demanded, and got, more than $14,Q00 
a year in premiums from some 
physicians for $1 million in insurance. 
Something is awry about the hike in 
premiums. In eight years, Wausau 
collected $159,600,000 in premiums 
from New York State doctors, paid out 
only $55,140,000 in claims. However, 
these figures to not necessarily in­ 
dicate profit on this insurance. 
Anesthesiologists from coast to coast 
went on strike. Surgeons refused to 
operate unless the case was in urgent 
need of surgery. The New York State 
Medical Association plans to start its 
own insurance company. It needs $20 
million in capital and, wouldn’t you 
know, a 15 per cent hike in premiums 
from its doctors. 


If there is fault in medicine, it is that 
doctors devote a lot of time to in­ 
vestments, stock market reports, 
business real estate, etc. If wealth and 
affluence are the primary' goals of 
medicine, we need a fresh supply of 
men dedicated to the art of healing. 
Many juries are alienated by the 
scornful attitude of doctors on the 
witness stand. 
They 
always 
con­ 
descend to 
“explain 
in 
layman’s 
terms.” In their snobbery, they fall 
into 
law yers’ 
traps 
in 
cross- 
examination. A doctor cannot prove 
mental anguish, but a lawyer can, and 
the price is right. 
I fault the judges 
who permit 
outrageous verdicts to stand. Any or 
all of the state legislatures can pass a 
law limiting liability to $500,000. It 
would mean a lower premium for the 
doctor. Hopefully a lower fee for the 
poor and the elderly. 
So sue me. .. 
Busy Woman Tries 
To Bring Fine Arts 
Building To Town 


YELLOW SPRINGS, Ohio (AP) - 
This 
Greene 
County 
town 
has 
something like 5,000 residents, one of 
whom is Shirley Mullins, who has to 
count as several. 
She’s a concert cellist, a halftime 
music teacher in Yellow Springs public 
schools working full-time at the job, 
overseer of the music education of her 
four children, a private music teacher, 
teacher at university level and baker 
of her own bread. 
Besides that, she has just adopted a 
new project — getting this college town 
a fine arts building. 
“I’m working on another project,” 
she said, blithely announcing her latest 
mission. “This town has to have a fine 
arts building. The college hall is too 
small. The high school gym echoes.” 
Now there are those who hail this as 
a mission impossible. 
“Impossible?” asked Mrs. Mullins. 
“Like they did with the swimming pool 
and the library, somebody had to start 
somewhere. Just watch. I give it five 
years.” 
Now and again, Mrs. Mullins has 
time for near-miracles, like starting 
from scratch IO years ago and creating 
three orchestras — a youth orchestra 
of 25, a chamber orchestra of 35 and a 
full high school orchestra of 67 with 
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winds from the band added, plus half a 
dozen smaller string groups. 
Good? They record, and only three 
high school orchestras qualified to 
play at the Ohio Music Educators 
convention in Cincinnati last winter. 
Yellow Springs was there. 
She pushes public performances. 
The youths do 40-50 a year, everything 
from local sidewalk sales and musicals 
for the Senior Citizens to big concerts, 
in and out of town. 
They rehearse daily. And, Mrs. 
Mullins lets nothing intrude on “the 
one beautiful hour a day that we have 
together.” And, they aren’t rehearsing 
watered-down scores, either. 
Ailing students who’ve missed all 
other classes have been known to 
totter to school for her rehearsals with 
fevers of 103. 
“That’s because Shirley’s not only a 
pro herself, she treats all ages as real 
professionals,” said an orchestra 
parent. “The kids respond by striving 
for an excellence, a mastery, we know 
they can’t possibly achieve. 
“Except they surprise us. Somehow, 
under her spell, they do.” 
Robert Cowden, director of the 
Cincinnati Youth Symphony, visited a 
recent rehearsal. His face mirrored 
both delight and annoyance as the hour 
progressed. 
The students called the conductor by 
her first name. They criticized each 
other and her. After a vain attempt to 
iron the fuzz out of a turn in the Bach 
Triple Concerto, Mrs. Mullins said, “I 
can’t rehearse you enough on this. 
You’ll have to get together on your 
own.” 
Cowden went up to the Yellow 
Springs maestro. “They way you run 
an orchestra,” he said, “is completely 
antithetical to everything I tell my stu­ 
dents. But, obviously it works.” 
But, would those students rehearse 
that Bach Triple Concerto on their 
own? 
“Of course they will,” Mrs. Mullins 
said. “They’re incredible. With them, 
music is king.” 


Toledo Soldier 
Dies In Kansas

as Michael E. Armstrong, 20, Toledo,

Speaking Of Your Health

My underarm perspiration is so 
profuse, even in winter, that it is 
ruining my life. My husband and my 
friends don’t understand how em­ 
barrassing that is. They think that I’m 
overemphasizing its importance. They 
won’t believe how this condition can 
affect every part of my social life. I’ve 
tried sprays, creams, lotions, drugs. 
Nothing helps. I’m at my wit’s end. 
Mrs. G. L. W., Ohio 
Dear Mrs. W.: 
Only those who have had such dif­ 
ficulty can appreciate the esthetic, the 
physical and the emotional problems 
of profuse perspiration. 
The discomfort of being 
wringing 
wet, even in cold weather, and the 
constant awareness of the disorder can 
truly interfere with the joys of all 
social pleasures. 
It has long been known that the 
sweat glands responsible 
for per­ 
spiration were concentrated in a small 
area high in the armpit. 
About 15 years ago, a group of 
doctors described an operation that 
satisfactorily controlled this condition, 
known as “hyperhydrosis.” 


Now, 
a 
group 
of 
doctors 
in 
Copenhagen 
is 
performing 
this 
operation 
and 
has 
recorded 
remarkably successful results in the 
control of this most distressing 
symptom. 
Dr. Erling Bo Andersen and a group 
of co-workers in Copenhagen have 
operated on almost 300 cases of 
hyperhydrosis. Both men and women 
were inolved in this study. Most were 
between 20 and 45. 
The operation is not dangerous. 
Surgeons specially trained in this 
technique can, I am sure, be found in 
major hospitals in the United States. 
It may seem that an operation for 
the purpose of controlling perspiration 
is too radical a procedure. Readers 
must understand that this operation is 
reserved for uncontrollable per­ 
spiration that in no way resembles the 
moderate perspiration that most 
people have and which is so easily 
controlled with a variety of products. 
Speak to your doctor about this. If he 
believes that you are a candidate for 
such surgery, he will help find the 
surgeon to perform it. 
Woman Produces, 
Directs 'Flying1 


Sixty-four year old Thad Hill of 
Stoutsville was freed from a ditch that 
caved in on him on N. Court St. Hill, 
working on a gas line, was in the ditch 
when vibrations from the traffic on the 
street caused the sides of the ditch to 
fall in, pinning him beneath steel 
pilings which had been erected at the 
sides of the ditch.

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LOS ANGELES (AP) - Said Julia 
Phillips to the Columbia Pictures 
brass: “I would like to propose an idea 
whose time has come — me.” 
She was making a bold proposal: 
that she direct as well as produce the 
film version of Erica Jong’s sen­ 
sational novel, “Fear of Flying.” 
Only a handful of women, notably 
Dorothy 
Arzner, 
Ida 
Lupino 
and 
Elaine May, have succeeded as 
directors of American movies. 
Mrs. Phillips recalled the reaction 
over lunch by Columbia Pictures 
president David Begelman: “After 
compulsively consuming 14 rolls, he 
agreed that it might be a gflod idea.” 
She discussed the new adventure at 
her Benedict Canyon home where she 
was pausing briefly from preparation 
of six films. 
On the hearth was the Oscar she won 
for coproducing “The Sting” with her 
estranged husband, Michael, and Tony 
BiU. 
“Some people are saying that I had it 
in mind all along to direct ‘Fear of 
Flying,’” said Mrs. Phillips, a plain- 
talking, curly haired woman of 30. 
“Not true. I certainly would prefer to 
direct something smaller for my first 
picture. 
“Do I have any qualms? No — but a 
lot of anxiety. Let’s say I’m confident 
— and scared witless.” 
Bom Julia Miller in New York, she 
majored in political science at Mount 
Holyoke College but her major interest 
was in writing a novel and short 
stories. 
She met and married a Dartmouth 
student, Michael Phillips, and helped 
put him through NYU Law School by 
publishing jobs. 
She moved into work for film 
companies, and the Phillipses and Bill 
produced “ Steelyard Blues” for 
Warner Bros. It was a bomb. Their 
next film wasn’t. 
“The Sting” 
made millions for 
everyone. The marriage ended, but the 
partnership remains. 
Why haven’t more women directed 
movies? 
“Maybe because they haven’t been 
given the opportunity,” Mrs. Phillips 
says. “It is difficult for women to get 
the chance, and I don’t delude myself 
into thinking that I was chosen because 
of my inherent talent. 
“I got the job because I happen to be 
the owner of a very hot property.” 
The continuing success of “Fear of 
Flying” has overcome the doubts 
Columbia once had about the property. 
Book sales have hit 3Mj million, with 5 
million expected. 
Mrs. Jong’s tale of a New York girl’s 
search for self has evoked controversy 
over its sex and language (“How can a 
woman write like that!” ). 
Said Mrs. Phillips: “I don’t an­ 


ticipate making a pornographic film. 
Sex is organic to ‘Fear of Flying,’ but I 
hope to show the humor of it, too. And 
I’d like the picture to look as elegant as 
Paris and Vienna can look. 
“I see the main character as an 
articulate, brazen, quaking-in-side 
heroine. The story is more ‘Tom Jones’ 
than ‘Last Tango in Paris.’ ” 
Israeli Stand 
Stays Same 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)—Israel’s 
ambassador to the United Stat es 
Sunday reiterated his country’s 
position that a peace settlement in the 
Middle East is contingent on an Arab 
promise 
to 
end their 
state 
of 
“belligerency.” 
Simcha Dinitz said if such a promise 
were made Israel would agree to give 
up territory it captured during wars 
with Arab countries. 
The ambassador noted that there are 
“some signs that after a quarter of a 
century of war and hostility, Egypt is 
prepared to test another road. We 
don’t know how consistant that road 
will be or how stable that regime will 
be.” 
Dinitz gave his views before at­ 
tending a dinner here honoring Jackie 
Presser, Cleveland Teamster leader, 
for his work in selling Israeli bonds. 
The 
diplomat 
also 
said 
that 
America’s recent experience in the 
Far East has made tile U.S. “ more 
choosy but no less committed” in 
support of its allies.

The end of the line may be near for 
natural gas producers who have pulled 
every legal maneuver in the book to 
keep the American public in the dark 
about the extent of their reserves, 
while trying to sell the nation on the 
idea of a natural gas shortage. 
An investigations and oversight 
subcommittee of the House Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Committee 
has subpoenaed the records of seven 
uncooperative natural gas producers. 
The subcommittee’s action was in 
response to a staff report it received 
from the Federal Trade Commission 
recommending that the American Gas 
Association and ll major oil com­ 
panies be sued on charges of con­ 
sistently under-reporting the nation’s 
natural gas reserves. 
It came as no surprise to me to hear 
that the Commission’s Bureau of 
Competition had described the in­ 
dustry’s system of estimating reserves 
as “ tantamount to collusive price 
rigging.” 
Earlier this year, I asked the 
committee to investigate the extent of 
natural gas company reserves and 
production. I also recommended that 
the committee consider legislation 
allowing the Federal Power Com-

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — Ohio is 
a healthy place for the banking 
business, four out-of-state banks with 
offices in Cleveland say. 


But marketing executives for a pair 
of Chicago banks and one each from 
New York and Boston maintain they 
aren’t hurting local institutions. In­ 
stead, they claim they are providing 
services not offered by Cleveland 
banks. 
John Beirise, vice president of 
Continental Illinois National Bank and 
Trust Co., termed Ohio “ a great state 
for corporate banking business. 
“ We’ve had a good reception in 
Cleveland and throughout Ohio,” 
Beirise said. “ What we’re doing for 
corporate customers in the state is 
offering them services that Cleveland 
banks cannot, or do not, provide.” 
First National City Bank of New 
York, through its holding company, 
Citicorp., provides a loan production 
service in Cleveland. 
The affiliate of First National Bank 
of Boston makes secured loans on 
accounts receivable and inventories. A 
spokesman for First Boston says its 
main competition has been finance 
companies rather than area banks. 
First National Bank of Chicago has 
made several loans to area cor­ 
porations, and is “ prospecting for 
business” among small state cor­ 
porations, according to William Burk, 
First National vice president.

Federal Trade Commission in­ 
vestigators learned from the ledgers 
that the A.G.A. figures on reserves 
were 24 percent less than the com­ 
panies’ estimates of their proved 
reserves. 
This has tremendous significance for 
American consumers. The Bureau of 
Competition concluded logically that 
its findings meant that natural gas 
prices probably were higher than they 
had to 
be 
because of the 
un­ 
derestimating of reserves. 
After all, the Federal Power Com­ 
mission regulates the price of natural 
gas and bases its decisions on rate 
increase requests partly on estimates 
of reserves. 
The lower the reported reserves, the 
stronger the pressure to increase 
prices at which producers sell natural 
gas to interstate pipeline companies. 
Added to the latest revelations on 
natural gas reserves, is the continuing 
effort by producers to have the price of 
natural gas deregulated. Decontrolled 
prices could triple the consumer’s 
cost, possibly adding up to $700 extra 
on each user’s yearly bill. 
Since there is now even better reason 
to believe that current natural gas 
prices are already artificially high, as 
the result of a faulty system of 
estimating reserves, the case of 
decontrol is weaker than ever. 
And the case 
for helping the 
beleaguered consumer was never 
greater.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Elec­ 
tronic eyeglasses to help the deaf hear 
are being developed by a team of Ohio 
State University scientists. 
Spoken sounds are being converted 
into light signals and vibrations to 
augment lip-reading, said Dr. Herman 
R. Wood, director of the school’s 
Biomedical Engineering Research 
Center. 
“ Certain kinds of sounds create 
particular patterns of light and par­ 
ticular patterns of vibrations,” said 
Dr. Richard M.Campbell, assistant 
professor of electrical engineering. 
The electronic eyeglasses will help 
distinguish types of sound that a lip- 
reader can’t normally see, he said. 
Weed and Campbell are coor- 
. dilating the project. Weed said it 
needs another year of development 
and clinical evaluation. They plan to 
experiment with deaf students this 
fall. 
Heart of the eyeglass system will be 
a microcomputer which translates 
sounds into visual and vibrational 
patterns. The miniature digital 
processor weighs from one to three 
pounds and is about the size of a pocket 
calculator. It will be hooked to the 
glasses by wires. The present ex­ 
perimental eyeglasses are hooked to a 
larger computer. 
The processor will pick up sounds, 
converting some into vibrations on the 
inside of the eyeglass shafts and using 
others to activate eight small lights 
around the rims of the lens. 
Weed said the glasses will enable 
deaf persons to keep track of speed, 
rhythm, pronunciation, loudnesss and 
inflection of their own speech, as well 
as others. 
Weed said the glasses would be 
useful because the average lip-reader 
can pick up about 30 to 50 per cent of 
what is said, while exceptional readers 
may understand 90 to 95 per cent.

Legislative Report

After considerable floor debate, Sub. 
H. B. 682, the Malpractice Bill, passed 
the House this week by a vote of 91-3. 
The major purpose of the legislation 
was to provide those in the medical 
profession with reasonable medical 
malpractice insurance coverage and 
to stay current spiraling malpractice 
insurance rates. 
Sub. H. B. 682 is a complex piece of 
legislation. The bill provides that a 
Joint Underwriting Association (JUA) 
be created to operate in the area of 
medical malpractice insurance. Every’ 
insurer or corporation writing health 
and accident insurance, prepaid 
medical, health, hospital, surgical and 
dental service contracts and general 
liability insurance in Ohio be required 
to be a member. The JUA would 
provide medical professional liability 
insurance to any individual or a 
hospital entitled to such insurance, but 
who has been unable to find adequate 
policies through ordinary’ methods. 
The Joint Underwriting Association 
plan requires that all insurance 
companies 
authorized 
to 
issue 
casualty or health policies in Ohio 
contribute to the plan and shall be 
assessed, if necessary, to compensate 
for any losses the plan might incur. 
Under this plan, the Department of 
Insurance will issue policies to 
hospitals and physicians, including 
interns and residents. The bill also 
creates a stabilization reserve fund to 
be generated by a $1,000 assessment 
against all purchasers of malpractice 
insurance purchased under JUA plan. 
The fund will provide a cushion be­ 
tween the JUA and the casualty and 
health carriers. 
The JUA is scheduled to operate 
from the time of passage of the bill 
until December 31,1978. Hopefully, the 
market will have stabilized by that 
time. Sub. H. B. 682 greatly reduces 
m alpractice insurance costs tem ­ 
porarily. Hopefully, the market will 
maintain this cost level when the JUA 
terminates. 
Besides 
establishing 
an 
un­ 
derwriting association, Sub. H. B. 682 
also makes numerous changes in the 
area of malpractice litigation. The bill 
purposes changes relative to how the 
state Medical Board may discipline 
practioners and limited practioners. 
The bill also contains a provision 
requiring physicians and osteopaths to 
undergo 150 hours of continuing 
medical education every’ three years. 
Under the provisions of Sub. H. B. 
682, medical malpractice suits are 
required to be filed in the Court of 
Claims, however, the trials would be 
generally conducted in the Court of 
Common Pleas in the county where the 
plaintiff resides. 
The legislation also makes en­ 
forceable, a voluntary agreement to 
submit to binding arbitration if a 
future disagreem ent might arise. 
Nonbinding arbitration between the 
patient and a doctor or hospital is also 
required before filing of a malpractice 
lawsuit. The decision and findings of 
the arbitration board are admissible 
into evidence in any insuing lawsuit. 
Sub. H. B. 682 also limits recovery 
for general damages (mainly, pain 
and suffering) in medical malpractice 
suits not involving death to $200,000. 
Economic loss recovery, however, is 
unlimited. 
Other provisions of the bill are: 
Mandates that the Supreme Court 
make a ruling on how a contingency 
fee scale will be set up. 
Provides that no patient may sue a 
physician for any oral promise that 
might have been made regarding a 
patient’s prognosis. 
Establishes a extensive informed 
consent form for the use of all hospital 
admissions. 
Sub. H. B. 682 is now in the Senate 
Reference Committee and will be 
referred to committee early next 
week.

would provide a break for the con­ 
sumer of public utilities. The bill 
contains four major provisions and 
mandates that they be enforced by the 
Public Utilities Commission: 
1. Requires any utility filing an in­ 
crease to post notice of that request on 
the bills of each consumer; 
2. Outlaws the requirement for a 
deposit, except in cases of previous 
non-payment; 
3. Sets up strict procedures that 
utility companies would have to follow 
before discontinuing any residential 
consumer’s service; and 
4. Creates an installment payment 
program for residential consumers 
who cannot afford to pay the total 
amount of a utility bill in one payment. 


The House Insurance, Utilities and 
Financial Institutions Committee 
voted out the No-Fault Automobile 
Insurance bill on Thursday. H. B. 214, 
if enacted, would make a considerable 
change in Ohio insurance law. 
Under current law, accident injuries 
must be paid for by the person at fault. 
The question of who is at fault often 
leads to lengthy litigation. No-Fault 
insurance, on the other hand, would 
eliminate this procedure. The bill 
provides that a person injured in an 
accident be compensated for personal 
injury’ by his own insurance company. 
H. B. 214 establishes a $1,500 
threshold. Persons injured could not 
sue unless their medical expenses 
exceeded $1,500 or unless the accident 
resulted in death, disfigurement, 
significant loss of body function or 
dismemberment. However, insurance 
companies would retain the right to 
sue each other before an arbitrator if 
the medical expenses of their claimant 
exceeded $500, with recovery based on 
fault. 


H. B. 214 also mandates insurance 
coverage for all Ohio motorists and 
provides penalties for failure to have 
insurance. 
Other provisions of the bill include: 
A maximium rate for no-fault in­ 
surance for its first year of operation 
Prescribe no-fault coverage with an 
aggregate limit of $10,000 for medical, 
burial and related expenses, loss of 
income, and replacement of lost 
services and an additional death 
benefit of $5,000. 
Require insurance companies to 
offer additional no-fault coverage of at 
least $50,000 per person and $100,000 
per accident. 
The bill does not contain provisions 
for coverage of damaged property. 
H. B. 214, if enacted, woujd provide a 
better system of compensation to 
accident victims. Hopefully, it would 
also eventually lower the cost of auto 
insurance premium rates. 


With the strenuous task of passing 
out the Budget and the Malpractice 
Bill in order to comply with a June 30th 
deadline for each respective bill, the 
General Assembly can now turn its full 
attention to other legislative matters 
relative to energy 
and

en­ 
vironment, health care, education and 
consumer protection.
